They used to be called THE DEMENTED 
and were first heard on THE PUBLIC TOYS tour which they pot by answering to the 
add in DURHAM BOOK CENTRES window. 


The first gig was backing up THE PUBLIC TOYS at TRINITY HOUSE in GATESHEAD 
were they went bown well doing a lot of cover versions usually THE EXPLOITED'S» 

There set contained, "PUNKS NOT DEAD", "SEX AND VOILENCE", "DEAD CITIES", 

"TOMORROW'S GIRLS" BAD MAN", BELSON WAS A GAS", and there own songs were 
"UPROAR" "SOCITETYS VICTIMS", "WASTED LIFE", and there best song "DEAD ROCKERS", 

Hendo was keep leeping in the air while holding the mic stand and the bottom 
was keep falling off. Gioc was hitteing the symbol so hard it was keen falling 
over. Dave had the "SID" look and Barry just looked himself (I suppose). Lots 
of kids were asking if they had anymore gigs and the next gig was at Hero's in 
Sunderland backing up THE PUBLIC TOYS again. About six people came from 
GATESHEAD. They went down well and the next gig was at Le Metro in SUNDERLAND 
There were on with THE PUBLIC TOYS and C.I.D. About fiftheen kids' came from 
GATESHEAD (but half didn't get in). Uproar went on starting with "PUNKS NOT DEAD" 
and a few kids got up but got pulled down by the (Bouncers after tnat song a 
bouncer said over the mic "If you want to break the rules dance, and you will be 
thrown out". But getting up didn't spoil the gig, it was good just to watch. 

Now that's for the gigs but what are UPROARS plans for the future? They 
are planning a demotape with badge and lyric shee^ . The songs will propably be 
"HASTED LIFE", with blaring chorus : 

"WASTE, WASTE, WASTE YOUR LIFE" 

"WASTE, WASTE, WASTE YOUR LIFE". 

And "SOCIETIES VICTIMS", (NOT DISCHARGES). 

"UPROAR" THEIR anthem (it has the rippoff bass of STIFF LITTLE FINGERS "BLODDY 
DUB", which they admit but it's loud;fast ) And their best song 

"DEAD ROCKER'S" with excellent drumming and 100 m.p.h. guitars. There demo will 
cost 60p (which is good value)„ That ends UPROARS review.

They were crap and only thier mates got up to them 
They had one alright song calledPpolice carl’ When the PUBLIC TOYS cameon 
everybody got up , they played well to a enthuseastic crowd.The encore 
lasted for about half of an hour and ended on a fine note 11 POLICE BRUTALIT 
The next gig was at THE OLD 29 in SUNDERLAND, it was THE PUBLIC TOYS 
gig but they let RED ALERT head line it because they couldn’t get gigs in 
SUNDERLAND and is thier home territory. THE PUBLIC TOYS didn’t want to do 
the gig because a bouncer was keen throughing every body down. The set on 
the night contained ”POLICE BRUTALITY", "KILL BACK", "LAST ORDERS","OLD 
ENGLAND", "CRASHED OUT", and PUBLIC TOYS.

Formed in June '79, Red Alert gigged steadily and picked up a following of 
Punks and Skins. In May 1980 they recorded and financed their first EP, 
this quickly sold out its first pressing but it provoked no response from 
any record companies. Not the band to be put off they carried on writing and 
working, modifying their sound, they dropped their rythmn guitarist, 
prefering the more open sound of only one guitar. 

June -81 found them in the studio again moving away from the rejects style 
of music. These sessions proved to be most successful. The band sent Gary 
Bushel1 a tape, he liked it and suggested they sent a copy to -No Future 1 . 
This they did, A it was decided to release three tracks from the session. 

-In Britain 1 , Screaming at the Nation, A Murder Missile. This has currently 
sold 6000 copies, A a new EP will be available during APRIL. The band hope 
to tour shortly, especially in Scotland. There is never any trouble at their 
gigs, and the band steer clear of any politics, and are totally opposed to 
the N.F. and B.M.
